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THE TRAVANCORE-COCHIN CUL COURTS 

(AMENDMENT) BILL 
A Bill further to amend the Travancore- Cochin Civil Courts 
Act, 1951. 

Preamble . Whereas it is deened necessary further to 
amend the Travancore-Cochin Civil Couts Act, 1951 (Act XXI 
of 1951) , for the purpose hereinafter appearing ; 

Be it enacted in the Fifth Year of the Republic of India as 
follows : 

Short title and commencement. ( 1) This Act may be 
called the Travancore-Cochin Civil Courts (Amendment) Act, 
1954 , 

(2 ) It shall coine into force on such date as the Govern 
ment may, by notification in the Gazette, appoint, 

% Abendment of Section - 22, Act XXI of 1951. In Section 
22 of the Travancore- Cochin Civil Courts Act, 1951 (Act XXII 
of 1951) , hercinafter referred to as the said Act, 

( i) in sub- section ( 1 ) , after the words " District Munsiffs 
and" , the words "from the original decrees and orders of " shall 
- be inserted ; 

(ii) to sub-section (1 ), the following provisos shall be 
added, namely : 

" Provided that, the District Judge may transfer any appeal 
from the decrees and orders of District Munsills, preferred in 
the District Court, to any Subordinato Judge within the District 
and having territorial jurisdiction to hear such appeal; and 
thereupon such Subordinate Judge shall hear and dispose of 
such appeal and in doing so , shall have all the powers of a 
District Judge : 

Provided further that the District Judge may retransfer 
to his own Court any appeal transferred him under the first 
proviso to this sub -scction and dispose of it himself in due 
course of law " , and 
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(iii) after sub-section (2 ), the following sub -section shall 
be inserted , namely 

" (3 ) Appeals from appellate decrees and orders of Subor . 
dinate Judges shall, when such appeals are allowed by law , 
líe to the High Court." 

S. Amendment of Section 25 , Act XXII of 1951. In Scotion 
25 of the said Act, in the socond paragraph , after the words 
" District Judge , the words " or Subordinate Judge shall be 
inserted . 


STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 


The Travancore-Cochin Civil Courts Bill provides for the 
establishment of Subordinale Judges Courts, But the Courts 
30 established cannot at present exercise any appellate jurisdic 
tion. It is considered desirable in the interests of the speedy 
disposal of Civil appeals that the Subordinate judges of the 
Cource to be established under the Actmay have the power to 
hear appeals from decrees and orders of Distriet Munsiffs in 
suits arising within their local jurisdiction . The Bill is intended 
to confer such appellate jurisdiction oa Subordinate Judges.
